THE CHALLENGE OF RUSSIA 
Two authors of widely dlftcrcnt pollllcal 
backgrounds and temperaments Imvo recent- 
ly and separately reached a common conclu- 
sion about Russia. They nre Max Eastman, 
eelT'Styled radical and former admirer and 
derender of the Soviet system, and John Fos- 
ter Dulles, Republican, InWmatlonal lawyer, 
and export on foreign nffalrB. Their conclu- 
sion Ie that Russia Ls embarked upon a long- 
range policy or world domination. 

Mr. Dullea, writing In Life magazine, bases 
his opinion on Russia's domestic policy and 
her visible course ol expansion In the la.st 
seven yean, Mr. Eastman, In a .series for the 
Scrlpps -Howard newspapers, quotes from 
Prime Minister Stalin's boolt, "Problems 
Leninism," from other Soviet writings, and 
Irom speeches by Mr. Stalin and other Bus 
slan leaders. 

The approach ol each writer differs from 
that ol the other. Mr. Ea-stman stresses the 
copious record of Soviet commitment to world 
revolution. Mr. Dulles feels that today thu 
Kremlin's emphasis la less on revolution than 
on "security." 

But both seem to agree, out of their mu- 
tually broad and Intlmato experience with 
Russian thought, that the Soviet Union — .. 
slders democratic capitalism a dangerous, 
implacable enemy that must be overcomS. 
and believes that the Soviet Union will not be 
safe until the Soviet political Ideal Ik doml 
nant and unchallenged throughout the world. 

The logic of both authors seems sound. 
Their evidence can be read or beheld. Per- 
haps, then. It Is time that the American gov- 
ernment and the American people slop gener- 
ating so much oratorical heat and start fac- 
ing facts and malting concerted, Intelligent 
plans lor averting a crisis. 

The government may at length have de- 
cided where its course lies. But the peoplo 
have not. And It Is up to the United states, as 
one of the world's two strongest nations, to 
oppose Russia's world plans. 

Too many of us waste too much hatred 
Russia, We give way to hot, exasperated. Im- 
potent rage at the Inconsistencies of Russia'; 
profeased democracy and at the Inflamma- 
tory actions of Russia's communist followers 
in this country. But fuming and spluttering 
will get us nowhere. 

Russian policy li what It Is, and we might 
ai well accept it. Hatred and anger might 
better be hardened Into a determination ti 
face the facts, accept the challenge, and pre- 
vent the ultimate showdown. 

Since communism spreads through hunger, 
discontent, confusion and apathy, the Ameri- 
can people need to get together and get go- 
ing. We must change our selfish thinking, 
put our house in order, compose Industrial 
strife, and do something about the more glar- 
ing Inequities of our social system. If we can- 
not feed the hungry of other lands through 
humanltarlanism, then we must do It through 
cold-blooded practicality. 

Domestic and International problems 
longer exist separately. Millionaires, antl- 
communlst labor leaders, all who cherish 
American democracy must form a solid front 
and maintain our moral, economic and mili- 
tary strength. We must prove to the world by 
example — as we are not doing today— that 
our way of Hfe Is best. We must be tolerant 
of other political systems, but we must be 
strong enough to Insist on tolerance in 
turn. 

For only when a world political policy of 
llTB-and-let-llve Is established will the United 
Nations really be able to start functioning 
effectively. Only then will the prospect of 
lasting peace really bo bright.
